County Adopts Tax Relief 


An ordinance authorizing 
County Assessor Phil Wat- 
so,n' to reassess homes which 
suffered damage of more 
than $1,000 In this year’s 
disastrous storms was adop¬ 
ted recently by Co u n t y 
Supervisors. 

The action was taken pur¬ 
suant to special State legis¬ 
lation recently en a c t e d, 
which permits counties to 
grant tax relief to storm 
victims in counties d e • 
dared a disaster area by the 
Governor, as was Los An¬ 
geles County last January, 
said Supervisor Wa r r e n 
Dorn. 

He urged all homeowners 
who had property damage 
of more than $1,000 .prior to 
April 1, 1969, to report the 
address of the property to 
be reassessed to the .near¬ 
est of fifteen Assessor’s re¬ 
gional offices, or the main 
office in the downtown Hall 
of Ad'mlnistratlon. 

Under the new legislation, 
after the property has been 
reassessed, taxes for fiscal 
1968-69 will be computed 
again, with one-third of the 
total tax bill being figured 


on the new assessed valua¬ 
tion. Th)Us, if a downward 
assessment is made, the 
property owner will receive 
a refund on taxes he has 
already paid. 

Homeowners asking for 
reassessment should report 
their .particular loss as soon 
as possible, and should pro¬ 
vide the Assessor’s office 
with all repair bills they 
have paid.

Mediator 

Supermarkets of Southern 
California announced today 
that they have called In the 
Federal Meditation Service 
in the public Interest to 
help resolve what their 
chief negotiator Robert K. 
Fox termed an impasse In 
new contract negotiations 
with the Retail Clerks Un¬ 
ion 770. 

The impasse was reached 
at noon, Fox said, afttr two 
days of fruitless talks diur- 
Ing which 770‘s manager, 
Joseph T. DeSilva, reinstat¬ 
ed all his original 115 de¬ 
mands, such as prepaid 
auto insurance for teen¬ 
agers, and added two more, 
including profit sharing. 

“Mr. DeSilva has been 
playing a cat and mouse 
game with us and the .pub¬ 
lic with strike thre a t s, 
withdrawal of strike threats, 
reinstatement of threats and 
withdrawal and reinstate¬ 
ment of demands until we 
are convinced no further 
purpose can be served by 
aux meetings without public 
representation,” said Fox. 

No further meetings have 
been scheduled and it will 
be Up to the Mediation Serv¬ 
ice to call both parties to¬ 
gether. 

Fox, president of the Food 
Employers Council, said 
that even the most rational 
of DeSilva’s demands would 
cost the industry and ulti¬ 
mately the public nearly 
$20 million, a year over and 
above .substantial conces¬ 
sions already granted six 
other unions in contracts 
which have been signed and 
ratified by members. 

“We can,not condone this 
type of raid upon the .pub¬ 
lic’s food budget and keep 
faith with our customers,” 
said Fox. 

Fox also disclosed that 
formal unfair practice char¬ 
ges have been filed with the 
National Labor Relations 
Board by the employers 
against the union for at¬ 
tempting to intimidate and 
coerce markets into signing 
.separate contracts through, 
the pressure of "Informa- 
tionad” pickets. 

"We have no ob.iection to 
Information pickets if — 
used fairly to inform the 
public about the situation 
which union demands have 
im,posed on the markets,” 
said Fox. "We will ,not tol¬ 
erate such tactics when 
they are used for the pur¬ 
pose of coercion and intimi¬ 
dation.”
